Embezzlement of $67,000 by one promi- 
nent Chicagoan ”’; pocketing of $14,000 by 
another man who has disappeared and is 
being pursued through Illinois; forged notes 
for $34,000—these were some of the discov- 
erles made in this city by State's Attorney 
Lawrende M. Magill of Rock Island county 


previous to hie return home yesterday. 


Magill! spent several days here inyestigat- 
ing an insurance scandal involving four fra- 
ternal orders and men of such prominence in 

public life that mention of their names, it was 


‘predicted, would come as a shock to the 


average citizen. 

“The evidence I have secured” sald 
State’s Attorney Magill, “ will be presented 
to the Rock Island county grand jury next 
Thursday. I cannot reveal its nature in ad- 
vance, but the frauds to be disclosed and the 
prominence of the men involved are certain 
to make the revelations of national impor- 
tance. The grand jury will go to the bottom 
of the accusations, and I can promise that 
political influence will be of no avail.” 


Sees State’s Attorney Wayman. 

Mr. Magill held a conference with State's 
Attorney Wayman and as a result there also 
may be a grand jury investigation in Cook 
county—possibly a third in Sagamon coun- 
ty. 

The conference with Mr. Wayman was the 
second on the subject, the first having been 
sought by Mr. Magill just when State Rep- 
resentative Wheelan and.other Rock Island 
witnesses were befdre the special grand jury 
investigating legislative corruption and the 
financial ability of Mr. Wheelan to purchase 
a §2,000 residence following the general as- 
sembiy'’s adjournment. Because he was here 
at that time Mr. Magi!!’s visit was erroneous- 
ly attributed to an interest in the Wheelan 
matter. 

Alleged looting of the reserve funds of the 
Order of Fraternal Tribunes, so that its de- 
posits in a Chicago bank were reduced from 
more than $300,000 to $58,000, is said to be 
the starting point of the investigation. The 
new administration of the order asserts that 
the loss of funds has not impaired its flnan- 
cial stability, which has enabled it to pay 
$500,606 in dense to widows ont. other 

. 
Follows Mises. 

m0 of the Fraternal Tribunes’ re- 
serve funds followed the order's merger with 
the American Home Circie. At that timea 
majority of the Fraterna) Tribunee’ officers 
retiréé and the American Home Circle of- 
ficers took charge, although several of the 
Fraternal Tribunes’ officials continued in full 
power. Misappropriation of funds is said 
to be charged to the Fraternal Tribunes’ 
officers. 

The American Home Cirele and the Fra- 
ternal Tribunes dissolved relations several 
months ago, continuing business separately. 
The Fraternal Tribunes reorganized by elect- 
ing their former officers, excepting that J. F. 
McBride of Chicago was elected Supreme 
Tribune. It was Mr. McBride who unearthed 
what he believed were misappropriations 
and ‘recovered some of the funds. In con- 
junttion with T. J, Medill, M. H. Sexton, W. 
C. Galloway, and Robert Rexdale, Mr. Me- 
Bride brought the alleged embezziements to 
the attention of State’s Attorney Magill, who 
laid. the evidence before the grand jury. 

Since ite reorganization the business of 
Fraterna) Tribunes has passed into the hands 
ot the Northern Life Insurance. company of 
Rock Island. This move was to protect the 
members of the Tribunes, on whose funds 
death claims of the American Home Circle 
nad ‘been a heavy drain. The name of the 
fourth concern has not been definitely dis- 


closed. 8 
Wayman Talks of Inquiry. 

States Attorney Wayman at night con- 
firmed Mr. Magill’e statement that the Rock 
Island county prosecutor had called upon 
him in relation to the insurance scandal anu 
said the question discussed was whether jur- 
isdiction of the alleged fraude, the proper 
place for investigation, was here or in Rock 
Island. Mr. Wayman promised that if de- 
velopments showed a Cook county inquiry 
was needed, it would be pressed. 

A Chicago friend of Mr. Magill, himself a 
well known politician, sald that he was ac- 
quainted with some local angles of the in- 
quiry and confirmed the Rock Island man's 
statement that men of exveptional promi- 
nence were involved. 

„ Both Republicans and Democrats are 
mixed up in this,“ he sald. “I know of one 
former state official, well known throughout 
Ulinols, who will have much explaining to 
do. He now holds a federal position.” 


“Pocketed Money, Then Left.“ 
In explanation of the alleged embezszie- 


ment of $67,000 as discovered in Chicago by 


State’s Attorney Magill, it was said that 
“ man just stuck the sum in his pockets and 
walked away.” 
Mr. Magill was disappointed in not being 
able to locate the former officer, wanted as 
a witness, who was said to have decamped 
with $14,000, but learned he had gone to 
Springfield recently, and a detective was 
placed on his trail with orders to follow him 
until captured. This man, it is said, could 
ve conclusive evidence regarding the mis- 
appropriation of Jarge amounts. 

Tsar McBride, whose discovery of irregulari- 
ties led to the grand jury investigation, is 
an insurance agent and adjuster with offices 
at room 614, 145 La Salle street. The city 
directory gives his residence as 2446 Michi- 
gan avenue, but he moved from there several 
months ago.

Washington, D. C., May 22—Delegates 
from Great Britain to the convention of the 
World's Sunday School association declared 
today at church services that the action of 
the loca] committee in barring negroes from 
the men’s bible class parade last Friday was 
unchristian action.

The Rev. Dr. John Reid Shannon, pastor of 
the Metropolitan Methodist Episcopal 
church, also criticised the action of the local 
committee, 

An open letter has been addressed by a 
committee of local negro ministers to the 
delegates exonerating the general commit- 
tee of the association of race prejudice and 
placing the blame entirely om the local com- 
mittee, which had charge of the arrange 
ments for the meetings. 


World Observes Sunday School Day. 

Churches in every clime echoed the pre- 
cepts of the World's Sunday School associa- 
tion, which is holding its sixth convention 
at Washington, by the obeervance through 
a common form of service of the World's 
Sunday School day. 

Ministers in every land preached special 
germone on the value of the Sunday school 
and the duty of parents and guardians of 
the young in the religious training of their 
charges. 

Millions of boys and girls united in a serv- 
ice of praise, following with universa} same- 
ness a program of exercises compiled by 
the executive committee of the association, 
which had been translated and printed in 
more than a hundred languages and dia- 
lects. 

Singing, Reading, and Prayers. 

The service consisted of singing, responsive 
reading, and prayers. It was a world wide 
observance designed to promote the work of 
the Sunday school, and to beseech divine as- 
sistance for the workers. 

In this city services were conducted in all 
the Protestant churches. The devotionse 
began at 7:30 this morning, when in many 
of the churches the sacrament of Oe Lord's 
supper was observed.

RED UNDERCLOTHES.NOT COOL; 


BOARD FINDS THEY ADD HEAT. 


White Preferred by Soldiers Under 
Tropic Sun—Test Made in the 
Philippines, 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—Fantastic the- 
ories regarding the use of colored under- 
clothing to repel the heat in the tropics have 
been dispelled by: a report thade by the army 
board for the study of the tropical diseases in 
the Philippines. 

About eighteen months ago 5,000 suits of 
orange red underclothing and a correspond- 


| ing number of orange red hatbands were 


sent to the Philippines. 

These were distributed so that ope-half of 
a company should be clad in the new gar- 
ments and the other in ordinary white under- 
clothes. The army surgeons kept close 
watch upon the men, but failed to find that 
the colored clothing brought any reHef from 
the tropical heat, although British army offi- 
cers in India had reported that such clothing 
was much more comfortable in hot weather 
than white. / 

The medical board found that the colored 
undercioting, which was unpopular, added 
materially to the burden of heat upon the 
system.

with the other boards, 

The report has been received by Mr. Neacy 
and is startling in its exposition of the rough 
and ready methods under which the state 
fair has been run during the years from 1 


to 1908 inclusive, the period covered by the 


investigation. 


Members Draw Illegal Salaries. 

The principal feature of the report, the 
most important discovery, is that members 
of the board have been receiving salaries for 
years, in the language of the report, in 

nt conflict with the statute.“ This, 
like other features, apparently is a continu- 
ance of methods which were clung to after 
the passage of a law to change the system, 
This was changed in 1909. In the legislature 
of that year a bill was passed permitting 
superintendents of departments in the state 
fair to receive not to exceed $5 a day and 
expenses while on service connected with 
their departments. 

Connected indirectly with the Wisconsin 
state board of agriculture are the Farmers’ 
institute and the Live Stock Sanitary board. 
On each of these are some of the members 
of the state fair board. The charge that 
President George McKerrow of the state 
fair board, on account of being president of 
the Farmers’ institute, was able to acquire 
influence on the state fair board, seems to be 
sustained by the report. 


Condemns Auditing System. 

The report expressly condemns the sys- 
tem of the board in auditing its own ac- 
counts. After such audit, it is said, all ac- 
counts are destroyed, which leaves nothing 
on which to check up the fair transactions. 
Audits by persons outside the state fair 
board are urged, and the retentiion of all 
accounts permanently is recommended.

ALLEGED LEADER ARRESTED 


Newly Wedded Persons Also Made Vic- 
tims of Fraud. 


Leon Kewney, said to be a member of a 
well to do Indiana family, and related to the 
nobility of Germany, is under arrest on the 
charge of operating a unique confidence 
game. The police say he confessed and im- 
plicated two other men who are being sought. 

Sorrowing relatives of the dead were the 
particular prey of the gang; but sometimes 
newly wedded persons were defrauded. 

The swindlers did business under the firm 
name of the Itoline company, 12335 West Mad- 
ison street, and ali transactions were based on 
death and marriage notices appearing in out 
_of town newspapers. The Adams, the United 
States and American Express companies and 
other transportation concerns were made the 
tools of the swindlers, and private detectives, 
| the federal authorities and the Chicago po- 
lice have for months been trying to catch 
the confidence men. Detectives James J. 
Duffy and John D. Shea of Capt. Wood's of- 
fice made the arrest. 

The gang laid in a supply of cheap jewelry 
and spectacles. These articles, in neatly ad- 
dressed packages, were sent to the dead of 
other cities, always collect.“ 

Packages Arrive on Funeral Day. 

The deliveries were so timed as to reach the 
house when the bereavement was at its high- 
est tension, often the day of the funeral, and 
the first thought of the survivors was that 
there was some sentimental value between 
the article and the decedent. The bill, rang- 
ing from $5 to $20, was gladly paid without 
the contents being examined. 

Drivers for the express company became 
innocent parties to the swindle. In the case 
of newly married persons the impression was 
that it was 4 present from somebody who 
forgot to pay for the goods and the matter 
could be remedied when it was brought to the 
attention of thes er. 

The scheme was so handled that the federal 
authorities would have found it difficult to 
prosecute successfully, even if they had 
caught the swindiers, as the mails were not 
generally used.

Syracuse, Ancient City, 


Has Charm of Antiquity. 
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ot Medusa.

YRACUSE, Sicily, Mareh i11.—From my 
window I can look into the fountain of 
Arethusa. The brother of the man who 
drove me to the hotel from the railway 
station is in New York. Thus do the 

legendary beginnings of Greek history and the 
modern restlessness which leads the sons of 
Syracuse to emigrate meet in this, the most 
renowned of Sicilian towns and once the fore- 
most city in Europe, if not in the world.. 
Would that all Sicilian emigrants. came 

bm Syracuse! For you it would make the 
problem of their assimilation easier; for me, the 
study of this problem more agreeable. Her 
for the first time in Sicily, I feel that I couk 
remain content for weeks or months and not for 
hours or days. Nowhere have I felt so subtly 
the charm of a middle age city; nowhere has 
the glory of the Greek past been so vividly 
brought to mind. ; 


New Forces at Work. 


That new forces are at work here may be de- 
tected at once. In the drive from the station 
toward town we pass new buildings, even more 
numerous and pretentious than those being 
built in Augusta with money sent home by 
emigrants. It is at once apparent, however, 
that emigrants’ money alone will not account 
for such activity. 

Syracuse, with 37,000 inhabitants, about the 
size of Sciacca, is surpassed in population by 
at least a dozen Sieilian cities. But it is among 
the few which show a steady, healthy growth. 
Across the bridge, on the island, there is little 
new except the modern hotels. The town re- 
mains virtually unchanged from the middle 
ages. Its streets are all well paved; many of 


them are clean. None of them are wide; some, 


80 narrow that a cart may not enter, much less 
pass another cart. It is one of the most tightly 
built and compact towns that I have ever seen.

The people of Syracuse go to the United States 
to make money. The agent did not say this. 
He simply made the sign for money. They re- 
main as long as they can get work and they 
send for their friends and relatives as fast as 
they find openings for them. Those who went 
frat were confronted with some uncertainty. 
All who go now are assured of work on their 
arrival. : 

The emigrants are from the lowest stratu 
of society, above the paupers; the latter are 
cared for by charity. They buy theif tickets 
from their savings or with money they borrow 
from friends or relatives. It is now easy to 
borrow money because general confidence has 
come to this class and they lend moncy freely. 


Earlier Emigrants Strongest, 


The agent thinks that the first emigrants were 
the strongest physically and the bravest men- 
tally; those who go now are helped. 

Seventy-five per cent of the emigrants can 
read and write; the percentage of illiteracy in 
the town is much less than in the surrounding 
country. They tell me that homicides are rare 
in Syracuse; that when people fight it is with 
fists and not with knives or revolvers. While 
property is still unsafe in the province, the 
agent says that men carry money in the city 
without fear. 

The agent attributes the diminution of crime 
among the working people to emigration. Money 
sent or brought home has greatly improved the 
financial. condition of the community. It is 
increasing the price of labor, of land, of pro- 
visions. 

Where from three to four families formerly 
occupied a single house, sometimes a single 
room, each family now has its own house. Peo- 
ple dress better and there has been a big im- 
provement in the condition of the common peo- 
ple. The money emigrants bring home is used to 
buy a house or ig put in the savings dank The 
people are no longer the slaves of the land- 
owners. Land nearby planted with trees is 
worth $150 an acre. F

The Rev. Charles Stelzie, superintendent of 
the department of commerce and labor of 
the Presbyterian church, made the principal 
address of the meeting, attacking present 
industrial and social conditions among the 
working classes. 

“ When 80,000 industrial workers are kiled 
every year, it means that there is some- 
thing wrong in our industrial system,” he 
said. In some cases it is nothing short of 
murder. The railways of America alone kill 
nearly 12,000 persons every year and injure 
120,000 more. 

“ The present working day, from a physio- 
jogical standpoint, is too long,” continued 
the Rev. Stelzie. It keeps the majority 
of men and women in a constant state of 
fatigue, it leads to the craving of means 
for deadening fatigue, and induces drunken- 
nese and other excesses. - ;

CONGRESSIONAL FINE ARTS 
COMMISSION. 

The meeting in Washington of the 
American Federation of Arts is but one 
of a number of evidences that the vari- 
ous art bodies of the coutftry are try- 
ing to educate public opinion to realize that 
in the ‘erection of public monuments and 
statues there should be shown some guid- 
ing aid from authorities on art. 

That the national government is also 
inclined to this view is shown by the re- 
cent passage of an act establishing a com- 
mission of fine arts consisting of seven 
well qualified judges of the fine arts” 
‘whose duty it shall be “to advise ‘upon: 
the location of statues, fountains, and 
niohuments in the public squares aud 
parks of the District of Columbia, and 
upon the selection of the ‘statues, foun- 4 
“tains, and mopuments erected under the 
authority of the United States and apon 
the selection’ of artists ‘for the execution 
‘ef the same.” —

that many such works existing in 
9 or elsewhere are either bad 
as works of art or in their relation to their 
‘surroundings. The bill passed by con- 
gress, like that establishing our local art 
commission, is not all its projectors hoped 
for it, but it is a step in the right direc- 
tion, and it may be that in the future 
some measure less tampered with will re- 
sult in fuller powers for such bodies. 


THE LINCOLN SCHOOL. 

Two years ago the Lincoln school and 
colony for the feeble minded and epileptic 
was subjected to a political attack which 
was continued through a wearisome state 
campaign. What cause there was for 
criticism against the management was un- 
justly used and publie confidence in the 
state institutions was weakened, For this 
reason it is interesting to note the ap- 
proval now given the school by the Ameri- 
ean Association for the Study of the 
Feeble Minded, as follows: 

“The association wishes to express ita 
gratification over the marked improvement 
in the conditions characterizing the school 
for the feeble mihded during the adminis- 
tration of- Dr. Hardt, by which it has 
again arisen to the ranks of the very 
best in this country.“ 


THE OLD DOCTOR AND THE NEW. 

We don’t like to put the question in the 
usual form, but there does not seem any 
good way other than to ask: Where is 
the old fashioned doctor? Time was, ‘and 
not so long ago, when a doctor could be 
told from his appearance. He did not 
have to wear a uniform to be distin- 
guished. from a member of any other pro- 
fession. You could tell a “doc” two 
equares away. Ue had a professional 
habit as well as manner, or, if this were 
lacking, his beard identified him unerring- 
ly. It was quite distinct from the legal 
or any other hirsute adornment. It un- 
niistakably indicated the man of medicine. 

There was, too, a dignity about him 
which went with the seriousness of his 
profession. No one would have mistaken 
the late Dr. N. S. Davis for anything but 
what he was, nor were there any who 
for a moment thought of jesting with 
him on that or any ‘other subject. 
In his day the profession of medicine was 
‘something to be undertaken only by those 
‘who had come to that ‘conclusion after

We tore down 
the old city hall and have put up in its 
place a handsome modern building, Why 
not also make a thorough job of our ad- 
ministrative machinery? 
this bureau and that department? 

Tue TRIBUNE suggests that the Merriam 
commission be instructed. to take up the 
subject of administrative reform, and after 
thorough consideration make recommenda- 
tions upon the basis of which a proper 
ordinance or ordinances may be drawn for 
a consistent, codrdinated reorganization of 
the city hall.

And for what reason should the 
encounter between the two at the bier of 
Edward VII. be set down as a most 
awkward contretemps?”’ ' 
Alexandra; with all her gentle kindness, 
can be determined and even stern when 
occasion atises, as more than one matron 
of high degree has learned to her cost. And 
moreover, her majesty, though entertaining 
a horror of everything in the nature of 
scandal, is much alive to all that goes on 
around her, while her cleverness is perhaps 


most eloquently demonstrated by the fact 


that in all the years which have elapsed 
since she first came from Denmark to Eng- 
land as a bride; no mistake, not one error 
in judgment, can be laid at her door.

Can it then be supposed that Queen Alex- 
andra, who had exciuded from her circle in 
London women whose conduct had been such 
as to gain her disapproval, or who by their in- 
discretion had given ground for popular criti- 
cism, would tolerate beneath the roof of her 
home at Sandringham, with her duaghter, 
Victoria, and among her grandchildren, any 
fair guest who was really subject to re- 
proach? 

Moreover, the late king, while his ac- 
quaintance extended to all sorts and condi- 
tions of people belonging to every con- 
ceivable walk of life, was extremely care- 
ful about those he brought into contact with 
his consort, his daughters, and his grand- 
children. He had plenty of friends, with 
whom he dined in London, some of them 
women friends—notably a well known Ameér- 
ican married to an Englishman — who at- 
tended court, but who never Were at Sand- 
ringham;> despite all reports to the contrary 
which they inspired for home consumption. 
It was only the people above reproach in the 
eyes of -the king and his consort, and who 
were entirely agreeable to the latter, who 
ever were invited to Sandringham. 

Among those Queen Alexandra was wont 
to invariably include In the house parties 
given in celebration of her husband's birth- 
day, and of her own birthday, were the 
late Consuelo, duchess of Manchester, Miss 
Jane Thornhill, and Mrs. George Keppel. 
The widowed duchess was an old and valued 
American friend oft tha royal couple, who 
tirst excited their sympathy and good will 
by the quiet bravery with which she bore 
the many; trials of her married life, and 
the forbearance with which she réfrained 
from provoking a public scandal by appeal- 
ing to the divorce 282 for relief, 


She was a gifted n 0 which, of course, 
appealed to Queen Alexandra, was bright 
and amusing, and during all the years of 
her intimacy with her royal friends, learned 
to know, perhaps better than any one else, 
their foibles, their views, their tastes, and 
their prejudices—and to humor them. 

Miss Thornhill is an elderly spinster, a 
sister of the widowed Lady Burton, and 
renowned as the best bridge player in Eng- 
land. She was the late king’s favorite 
partner at his post-prandial rubber and did 
not hesitate to round upon him in the most 
outspoken and amusing fashion when his 
play was not to her liking. 

In regard to Mrs. Keppel, a rather hand- 
some woman of over forty, she had the 
merit in King Edward's eyes of being al- 
ways in so cheery and infectious a good 
humor that it was difficult for him to re- 
main gloomy or low spirited in her com- 
pany. Add to this that she is possessed 
of a merry wit, is quick at repartee, never 
ill natured, -utterly devoid of jealousy, and 
of the most sunny. disposition—and it is 
easy to understand why the king should 


have found entertainment in her company 


and a pleasant relief not only from the cares 
of state but from the conversation of those 
whose constant aim it is to narm others 
in the eyes of royalty in the hopes of ad- 
vancing their own interests. 

Naturally the predilection Edward VII. 
manifested for the society of Mrs. Keppel 
excited the ill will and jealousy of those 
less favored, who revenged themselves by 
means of ill natured gossip, and. she has 
suffered therefrom just as did formerly the 
late duchess of Manchester. King Edward 
may not have been a saint. He would 
have been the last person to have put for- 
ward pretensions to a canonization which 
would have impaired his wonderful popu- 
larity wiith his subjects. Nor are there any 
signs of wings growing from the shoulders 
of Mrs. Keppel. 

Yet neither the late king nor Mrs. Keppel 
deserve the insinuations contained in the 
stories being printed concerning them, which. 
are not only unjust to the genial monarch 
who has just been laid to rest at Windsor 
but cruel to his gracious widow, the always 
kindly hostess of Mrs. George Keppel at 
Sandringham.

Some of the farms are being set out to 
figs and oranges, with a few pecan groves 
here and there.

The climate is seemi-tropical and sometimes 
a year or two go by without a killing frost 
being reported, but such exceptions cannot 
be depended upon as certainties.

The entire valley is keenly interested in 
the prospect of having a deep water port at 
the mouth of the Rio Grande river. The 
board of government engineérs met recently 
at Brownsville and made a careful survey of 
the valley. All conditions affecting a deep 
harbor, as well as the possibilities of the re- 
gion, were Studied. It is said the enginbers 
were favorably impressed and a favorable 
verdict is expected, although the ofticia) re- 
port has not been made. Friends of the prop- 
osition helieve there is sufficient tonnag® in 
sight to warrant the expenditure. 


EUROPE ADOPTING AMERICAN 
STYLES IN HAIR DRESSING? 


Chicago Coiffure Builders Say Tes 
Assert Creations“ New There Were 
Used Here Months Ago. 


The possibility that foreign haird@ressers 
are adopting American coiffure ‘‘creations’’ 
is seen by Chicago hairdressers in the an- 
nouncement from London of a style adopted 
by the Guild of Haidressers to take the place 
of Impossible Parisian fashions. 

“Why, that style is exactly what we have 
used for several months,“ said a State street 
hairdresser as soon as she read thé cable- 
gramm. We were forced to alter the styles 
from Paris, which are not at all suited tothe 
American type. I suppose the exaggerated 
coiffures used abroad are suited to French 
beauty, but they are not becoming to our 
women. 

“When the extreme puffs came into style 
they were widely taken up and were posi- 
tively so ugly that they inspired caricatures— 
and we couldn't stand that. so we had to 
modify the styles. Despite the opinions of 
men the American coiffure is not néarly so 
large as the Parisian. But women insist on 
foreign importations, even copying the Japs 
in the case of the pompadour.“

EXCURSION OPENS EYES. 


Trip Up River Convinces Busi- 
ness Men of Need of Drain- 
age Project. 


In order to push the Calumet 
canal gh: al with all possible speed, the 
trustees will meet with Gov. 
Deneen and Mayor Busse this week (o ar- 
range for the sending of a large Chicago 
delegation to Washington next month. This 
delegation will again present its claim for 
federal permission to reverse the flow of the 
Calumet river as essential to the health of 
500,000 persons in a rapidly growing com- 
munity. 

The great stumbling block has heretofore 
been the war department, and by congres- 
sional 2 it is hoped to make Secre- 
tary of War Dickinson change his attitude 
of hostility, and obviate the necessity of 
carrying on a fight in congress for the needed 
federal consent to taking additional water 
from Lake Michigan, or rather the amount 
recommended by the international water- 
ways commission—10,000 cubic feet a second. 

This movement will be of more widespread 
interest than heretofore, the sanitary dis- 
trict officials think, because of the eye- 
opening excursion up the Calumet river 
Saturday given by the South Chicago Busi- 
ness Men’s association to show the com- 
mercial and improvement organizations of 
the city the drainage necessity to the lead- 
ing sections of the south side. 

The excursion proved a revelation to the 
majority of the guests. As Editor George 
W. Bolling of The Calumet put it, We show- 
ed the Hyde Parkers things about their 
water supply that they never dreamed of 
and did not relish, and now they all favor 
instant action on a drainage canal.“ 


Present Needs Called Pressing. 

„ found that the consensus of opinion 
was that we should build a canal, not only 
for the future but for immediate needs,“ 
said R. M. Brown, chairman of the publicity 
committee of the South Chicago body: We 
had demonstrated the future was alreacy 
here. Sanitary Trustee Clark said the mat- 
ter had lain dormant because people of this 
section had done no ‘hollering.’ We will 
show them from now on that we can ‘ hol- 
ler. ’ 9? 

“The Calumet canal movement has been 
greatly helped by the excursion of the South 
Chicago business men,” commented R. R. 
McCormick, sanitary district president, yes- 
terday, who was unable to make the trip 
“Tt has awakened general knowledge and 
consequently interest, and we will have a 
tremendous force of public opinion behind the 
Illinois and Chicago celegation when it vis- 
fts Washington next month.“ 

“ As a rule we Hyde Parkers don’t see the 
Calumet river and forget the possibilities of 
the pollution of our water supply by it,” 
said C. T. B. Goodspeed, president of the 
Neighborhood league. The steamer trip 
opened our eyes. It seems more than de- 
sirable that a drainage canal should be built 
at once. We saw huncreds of sewers pour- 
ing into the river, and this number is stead- 


ily increasing. Even the steamers in their 
progress stirred up filth much like that of 
Bubbly creek.’’ 

Commercial End Big Factor. 

“There is no doubt that the construction 
of a drainage canal for the Calumet sec- 
tion is the proper thing at this time,“ de- 
clared Charles Allen Marsh, who represent- 
ed the Association of Commerce. Con- 
ditiongs will undoubtedly get worse all the 
time. That section will unquestionably be 
the manufacturing center of the city, and 
the more perfect the sewage system now 
constructed the better it will be for the fu- 
ture and development. Primarily, it is a 
drainage proposition, but the commercial end 
of it must be carefully considered as well.“ 

Despite the reversal of the Chicago river 
flow, Woodlawn residents are getting just 
as fou] water as before, said Dr. W. I. 
Walker, vice president of the Woodlawn 
Business Men's association. The reversal 
of the Calumet flow is imperative to the 
health of the southern part of Chicago. No 
one could take a trip up the Calumet and be- 
lieve otherwise. The Woodlawn Business 
Men's association will leave nothing undone 
to help dig the canal.“ 

“The prosperity and health of the south- 
ern end of the city depend on the construc- 
tion of the Calumet channel,” said A. C. Ben- 
nett, another Woodlawnite. The reversal 
of the flow would guarantee us pure drinking 
water and valuable dockage, and this sec- 
tion of Chicago should receive some tardy 
consideration.“

Big September Is Factor. 

In the other months the thing that is wor- 
rying traders most is the Bartlett-Patten 
holding of the September. That house con- 
tinues to advise the purchase of that future, 
basing the belief in higher prices on the al- 
leged damage to the winter wheat crop. In 
regard to the admitted damage to the crop, 
the main feature is that the bulk of the in- 
jury has been in the four states having the 
greatest gurplus for distribution, while the 
highest condition is in those states where 
the crop is a minor affair. In Kansas, Mis- 
url. Nebraska, and IMinois there is no ques- 
tion that the outlook ie cause for concern. 
Lately .reports of Hessian fly in this state 
have been a source of concern. 


Spring Wheat Area Increased. 
However, the fact that the spring wheat 
area has been greatly increased and that the 
crop is coming along under ordinarily favor- 
able circumstances is offsetting the effect of 
the bullish situation in regard to winter 
wheat, and there is a strong possibility that 
the total crop raised thig year will not be far 
from the largest on record, although it te not 
probable that lest year’s figures will be ex- 
ceeded. The fact that the high prices for the 
May have not induced more general selling 
has been a bull factor which has been ignored 
to a great extent. Prices this year will de- 
pend on the attitude of the farmer, and until 
the crop is assured offerings after this month 
will be light until the new wheat begins to | 
move. Primary receipts continue large and 
are much 3 those @ year ago. The 
visible, however, is decreasing rapidly and 
there will be no large stocks in sight at the 
end of the crop year, although the farmers 
are supposed to hold liberal supplies. 

From an export standpoint the skuation is 
bopeless. Crop conditions abroad are ultra 
favorable, and this is causing continuous 
Mberal shipments from Russia, which has 
filled the European merkets to overflowing 
for the last twelve months and is still at rg 
Present indications are for another bumper 
crop in that country, and offerings the last 
week were cheaper than ever. 


Corn Planting Making Progress. 

Corn planting has made fair progress and 
there is no question that the percentage 
of the area already in is much larger than 
the case a year ago. The prospects are for 
a substantial increase in the area this year 
over 1900. Some replanting will be neces- 
sary, owing to poor germination, but it ia 
not believed that this will be at all general. 
Warmer weather has created a more bearish 
feeling, erpecialiy as wheat hes turned so 
weak. The cash market has shown a sag- 
ging tendency also, and the  east- 
ern markets, while in need of corn. 
are holding off as the result of the de- 
clining pricés here. The bulls are hout 
influential leadership, while the bears are 
again taking the aggressive. Liquidation 
has been started in the July apparently and 
many traders are expecting to see as strin- 
gent liquidation in this month as there was 
in the July, especially if the crop gets a good 
start. 

Oats Traders Unload Lines. 

The beginning of the week found the loca! 
traders loaded up with oats. The tip ap- 
peared to have been distributed generally 
that it was the proper thing to be long a 
few oats and as a result there wae 4 rush 
to buy which forced the market materially 
higher. Later the country started selling 
and sew buying dwindled so that the pro- 
feesionals were forced to unload on a declin- 
ing market, all the gains and more being 
wiped out. Final quotations were at about 
the lowest point of the week. The main fac- 
tor Is the big acreage and excellent crop 
prospects.
